Cloyd Heck Marvin, President of 
George Washington Univtirslly told 
freshmen at the opening ass(*mbly 
held- Weilnesdny Septemiier 18, In th»* 
University (lymnasium. 

"By that I mean," he explalnetl, 
‘♦that after we have obtained a broiid 
view of life by lifting our eyes lt> the 
fine nrganixalion and or<l(*ring of 
things, whic-h Is what we are here to 
do. fh« next besjj^ thing is to learji 
how’ to apply iWs Irffiiwledge. And 
there is only one way to do that. B»*- 
gln at the bottom and work up." 

Dr. Marvin pointed out to the 
freshm»*n that thf*re is not one of 
them who at the <*nd of the year will 
not have spent more than $. 1,000 ot 
Foelety's money in ordi'r to maintain 
himself in the ITnIversity for one 
year. "That is a pretty, good salary 
with which to start." he told them. 
■‘1'hree hundred dollars a month Is 
being pabl you for going to schtiol. 
Sf> unless, becau.se of your education, 
you cjin work harder and more effec- 
tively than you otherwise could have, 
you have no right to stay In college," 
he said. 

KiithusiMSiii Necessary 

The president urged the freshmen 
to undertuke their college life with a 
spirit of enthusiasm. "Be enthusias- 
tic about what you are doing; think 
that the thing yop have In hand I- 
the very best thing you could b** 
doing at the present time. Remem- 
ber that when you catch this spirit 
of enthusiasm and carry it over ihto 
the things you are doing, it Is going 
to make you unconsciously do thou? 
things extraordinarily well. Fdfe is 
just doing commonplace things. 
Great things are made up of a nur?i- 
ber of small things." 

Dr. Marvin pointed out that while 
the University Is growing in numbers, 
it Is also growing In power because 
of strengthened entrance require- 
ments which are now higher, he said, 
than those of most other eastern In- 
stitutions. 

Dr. William Allen Wilbur, Provost 
of the University, warned the fresh- 
men to guard against self-distru.^L 
“Generally speaking." he said. 
"Everybody Is so distrustful of him- 
self that he doesn’t give himself a 
fair chance." Dr. Wilbur said that 
they should have a realization of self- 
respect as students privileged to 
study in ttie capital of the nation. 

Dean Anna L. Rose. Dean John R. 
Lapham, and Dean William C. Rue- 
diger also spoke to the freshmen.

(IP) With football season well 
under way, the eyes of the world are 
being turned on those teams which 
rated as the best in the country dur- 
ing the 1927 season — a season dur- 
ing which the national coMegiate 
game was more popular, and prob- 
ably more interesting than ever be- 
fore in the history of the gridiron. 

After the upsets of the 1927 sea- 
son. only the most daring of dopster.s 
are pretending to know who- the 
champions will be In 1928. In fact, 
1927 had no single champion of the 
nation, as has so often been the ca.se 

With little doubt, four teams took 
the highest and almost equal honors 
last year. -They were Georgia, Yale, 
Pittsburgh, and the Army. 

When December 3 dawned. 
Georgia had nine decisive victories 
to her credit. Yale and Alabama be- 
ing two mighty machines which haa 
fallen before them. When the day 
waa over. Georgia had lost to her 
ancient rivals. Georgia Teach, 12 to 
0. Probably the outstanding feat of 
tho .-reason was Georgia's 2fi to fi vic- 
tory over Alabama, traditional cham- 
pion of the Southern (’onference. 

The 14 to 10 defeat at the hands 
of Georgia was the only, mark on the 
Yale record. Inclmb'd in her vic- 
tories were games with Dartmouth, 
the Army, Harvard and Princeton. 

Pittsburgh lost only one game, 
that to Stanford in a post-season en- 
counter. She tied with Washington- 
Jefferson. 0 to 0. and., won eight 
games with magnificent scores. 

Yale administereil the only trim- 
' mlng to the Army, the latter having. 

I made history by defeating both the. 

; Navy and Notre Dame in one season. 
Nine games were won.
